A letter bearing the signtiire of 
Gorge Washington, iuUlressed to 
■s nephew, William Augustine 
'Washington, is in the possession of 
l'<arnet J, Heyer, of New York. It 
diluted October 3, 1798, and is 

aid to be the only letter extant in 
liich Oeorge Wiishington. makes 
'ly inquiries to his own ancestry, 
pr gives his personal views on the 
subject, and it is therefore, consider- 
Gd to be a unique document. 

Written in his fine caligraphy, on 
Paper softly mellowed liy age, it is 
valuable historical document, 
Niowing Washington in yet another 
(likht. 

I Tliis letter is, apparently, not the 
first time Washington maclesuchin- 
jfiuiries into his family tree, as may 
[|>e judged by the opening senfence, 
'•1 which he thanks his nephew for 
tlie old documents sent him regard- 
'iig the subject, which it may lie as¬ 
sumed he asked for. The letter is. 
however, so far as it is at i>rescnt 
hiiovvn, the only one dealing specifi¬ 
cally with this matter.

All 
those of our name, in ami about 
Chotanck are from the latter. John 
was the (rrandfathcr of mv father 
and Uncle and Orent ('irandfather 
to Warner and me. lie left two 
sons, Lawrence and John; the for¬ 
mer, who was the eldest, was the 
father of mv father, uncle and aunt 
Willis. Mrs. Hayward must have 
been a daughter of the I'irst Law¬ 
rence, and thence became the cou¬ 
sin of of the second Lawrence and 
John.

'I'liere have been many endeavors 
made to trace Washington's Ivn- 
glish ancestry, and the same recurs 
in various jiarts of the cor.ntry. 
A heraldic visitation of the coun¬ 
try of Northampton was made in 
the latter (>art of the sixteenth 
century, which gives the genea¬ 
logical talile of the Washingtons of 
Sulgrave. It is interesting to note 
that the coat of arms of the family, 
though dilTering in the different 
branches of it, vet contains in most 
of them the heraldic emblems of 
stars and bars below them. It is 
universal belief, of course, than the 
Washington coat of arms is the 
basis and inspiration of the national 
flag of the Stars and Stripes. 

NO RKCOKI) OK l.AWRKNCH 
The ancestor tr> which Wash 
ington refers is John Washington, 
who came to Virginia in 1657 and 
was the great grandfather of ('.vorge, 
while he was himself thesynof Kev. 
Lawrence Washington, the rector 
of I’urleight. John was forcetl to 
leave home on account of poverty, 
and in his twenty-sixth year n|)- 
pearedin Virginia. Of the Ixiwrence| 
to whom Washinglnn also refers, 
there seems no record. 

This letter of Washington’s seems 
to fill up a ga|j, though it does not 
throw any first light about his ances¬ 
try. It is ('fCorge Washington him¬ 
self who stands out as an illustrious 
figure from a family of rather or¬ 
dinary and undistinguished peojile. 

If is r.ither a modern fashion to 
decry the heroes of another age, 
and b certain eii jovment is mani¬ 
fested in finrling that any acceiUcd 
itlol has feet of clay. Thus W'ash- 
ington also has his detractors like 


other great men, and it is said that 
the cannot-tell-a-Iieand other rather 
ridiculous fables have been traced 
to a “brazen piece of fiction" ot 
a learned gentleman.

IIISTOKIC nOCUMHNT.S. 

From the same source ( “Cieorge 
Washington," by W. IL Wood¬ 
ward) we learn the Wiishington 
letters were unfortunately collected 
by an enthusiast, who suupressed 
some and “edited" others, greatly 
detracting from their interest and 
value. An original letter of this 
kind, therefore, giving .speciiil de¬ 
tails of interest in his own genea¬ 
logy, becomes a historic and val¬ 
uable document. 

These old, fragile “scraps of pa¬ 
per " are in some casesalmost price¬ 
less, for in later years collectors 
have been willing to (lay almost any 
price for them. Of such delicacy 
are some that they are kept behind 
ghiss or in leather folders, and are 
as heavily insured asthe most rare 
of precious stones. 

How some of the most secret iind 
private documents ever fall into 
strange hands at all remains a mys¬ 
tery. Some are, of course, stolen; 
others are appropriated i>y servants 
or secretaries and in time fall into 
the collector’s hands and under the 
hammer, where their precious se¬ 
crets, no longer, perhaps, of vital 
importance to a world that has 
changed, become public and much 
discussed iiropertv.

Mount Vernon was beautifully 
situated on a swelling height, crowned 
with wood, and commanding a magni¬ 
ficent view up and down the I’otomac. 
The grounds immetliately about it 
were laid out somewhat in the Kng- 
lish taste. The estate was apportion¬ 
ed into separate farms, devoted to 
different kinds of culture, each having 
its alloled lalwrers; much, however, 
was still covererl with wild woods, 
seamed with deep dells and runs of 
water, and indented with inlets 
haunts of det'r and lurking-places of 
fo.xes. 

“No estate in the United States,” 
observed Washington in one of his 
letters, “is more pleasantly situated - 
in a high and he.dthy country; in a 
latitude between the extremes of heat 
and cold; on one of the finest rivers 
in the world, a river well stocked with 
various kinds of fish at all seasons 
of the year.” 

These were as yet the aristocratical 
flays of X’irginia. 'I'he estates were 
large, and continued in the same fami¬ 
lies by entail. Many of the wealthy 
phinters were connected with old fami¬ 
lies in Kngland. 'I'he young men, 
especially the elder sons, were often 
sent to finish their education there, 
and on their return brought out the 
tastes and habits of the mother coun¬ 
try. 'I'he governors of Virginia were 
from the higher ranks of society, and 
maintained a corresjxmding state. 
'I'he “established” or Kpiscopal 
Church predominated throughout the 
“ancient dominion,” as it was termed. 

\ style of living prevailed among 
the o]nilent Virginia families in those 
days thiVt h.as faded away. 'I'he 
houses were si)acious, commodious, 
liberal in all their apixiintments, and 
fitted to coix- with the free-handed, 
oiH’n-hearted hosjtitality of the owners. 
Nothing was more common than to 
see handsome services of plate, ele¬ 
gant equipages and siqierb carri;ige 
horses—all im|x)rte<l from I'Jngl.ind. 

'I'he Virginia planters were prone to 
leave the care of their estates too much 
to their overseers, and to think i>er- 
sonal labor a degrad.ition. Washing¬ 
ton carried into his rural affairs cir¬ 
cumspection that had distinguished 
him in military life. He kept his own 
accounts, (xisted up his Ixxiks, and 
balanced them with mercantile exact- 
ne.ss. We hjive examined them, as 
well as his diaries reconling his daily 
occupations, and his letter bixiks, con¬ 
taining entries of shipments and 
corres|X)ndcnce with his London 
agents. 'I'hey are monuments of his 
business habits. 'I'he |>roducts of his 
estate also lM.x'ame so noted for 
the faithfulness, as to (juantity and 
quality, with which they were put uji. 
that it is said any barrel of flour 
that Ixire the brand of tleorge Wa.sh- 
ington. Mount Vernon, was exemiJteil 
from the customary instxxtion in the 
West India ports. He rose early, often 
befon* daybreak in the winter when 
the nights were long. On such ixca- 
sions he lighted his own fire, and wrote 
or read by candlelight. He break¬ 
fasted at seven in summer, at eight in 
winter immediately after breakfast 
he mounted his horse, and visited 
those parts of the estate where any 
work was going on, seeing to every¬ 
thing with his own eyes, and often 
aifling with his own hand. 

Occasionally he and Mrs. Washing¬ 
ton would pay a visit to .Xnnaixflis. 
at that time the se.'it of government 
of Maryland, .and partake of the gaye- 
j lies which prevailed during the session 
of the I;egislature. 'I'he sixiety at 
the.se .seals of provincial governments 
was fxflite and fashionable, and more 
exclusive than in thest* republican 
days, lieing, in a manner, the oul|x)sts 
of the British aristocracy, where all 
places of dignity and |)roftt were secur¬ 
ed for younger sons and |xxir but 
[iroud relatives. During the session 
of the I.egislatlire,dinners and balls 
alxninded, and there were occasional 
attempts at theatricals. 'I'he latter I

course. Washington jxissed several 
j tranquil years. His already establish -1 
ed' reputation drew many visits to 
I Mount Vernon; some of his early com- 
' panions in arms were his occasional 
guests, and his friends and connec-! 
I lions linked him with some of the most

j country, who were sure to be received' 
with cordial but simple and unpretend- 
j ing hospitality He was active by I 
I ruiture, and eminently a man of busi-j 
j ness by habit. As judge of the County i

; Burgesses, he had numerous calls upon 
j his time and thoughts, and was often 
I drawn from home; for whatever trust 
I he undert(x)k he was sure to fulfill with , 
I scrupulous exactness.— Irving. ,

Albert Bnshnell Hart, historian ot 
the commission charged with hand¬ 
ing the bi-centennial celebration in 
1932 in honor of the the first Presi- 
ilent’s birth. 

'I'llis annonneement was nnnle by 
.‘■'enafor I'ess of Ohio, vice-chair¬ 
man of the commission, who said 
that plans for a nation-wide move¬ 
ment to awaken new interest in the 
life of W.ishiiigton would be con¬ 
sidered at a meeting of the com¬ 
mission’s executive committee.

Senator P'ess said, while making ri- 
searches in bingland into the gene¬ 
alogy of the 'v\'ashinglon family. 

More than fifty places were visiteil, 
the professor tracing the lineage 
through sixteen generations. 

It was learned, the Senator added, 
that in 1183, William de Hertburn 
bought land in Wessington and took 
that place for his name. Profes.sor 
Hart is of the belief, the Ohioan de¬ 
clarer!, that this was the .source of the 
Washington family name.

Martha W ashington was Very 
pioud of her rose garden, to which 
site devoted much time and thought. 
It was on the north side of the 
house, between the lawn and the 
negro quartcis. 'I'he mistress of 
-Mount A'ernon was locally famed 
for her rose water, and tor a per- 
lumed ungent made from rose 
leaves, which she was fond of pre¬ 
senting to her triends. 

Justice Lewis proposeil to Nellie 
Curtis and was accciMed by her in a 
corner of the rose garden one moon¬ 
lit evenhig, and"!he momentous 
scene was witnessed by a negro gnr- 
ilener whose presence was of course 
unsuspected by the .sweethearts. 
Next morning the gardener planted 
a rosebush on the spot where the 
troths Imd bee:i plighted. 

Not long after the wedding Sambo 
received permission to marrv one of 
the house servants. He led her to 
the rosebush, seated her on the 
grass where Nellie Cnstis had sat, 
plumped down beside her and pop¬ 
ped thequestion. .After that, afl the 
negro swains on the plantation did 
their courting beside the magic rose¬ 
bush, which was believed bv them 
to exercise a happv influence over 
sweethearts.—-AW,- Yotk 'times.

AGAIN THE WARNING 

That railway tracks are simply 
poison to the deaf when used as 
sidewalks has recently thrice more 
been demonstrated in Iowa. One 
deaf man has Kone to his sfrave; 
another lies in a hospital with both 
his legs severed, and faces a life 
of comparative helplessness; a third, 
more fortunate, was knocked thirty 
feet, plowed up the ground with 
his features, and lived to tell the 
tale to the unsympathetic railway 
claim agent, also to have a whole¬ 
some respect for moving trains 
It seems lhat experience is the 
only teacher some of the deaf will 
heed. 

ICxperience is of no value to the 
dead, however, and it behooves the 
living to pay heed to and profit by 
the fatal mistakes of others. 

We know of the case of an 
eastern deaf man years ago, who 
became obsessed with a fear of 
railway tracks. He mis.sed no 
opportunity to warn his fellow deaf 
to keep off the tracks. He preach- 
e«Ahis warning from the housetops. 

Time rolled on, and one day this 
same man, in full knowledge of 
the risk he ran, took to the railway 
tracks, and met the horrible fate he 
had long warned others against. 
So, we can ref>eat the warning: 

■ Don’t Walk On The Railway
